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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 119(a)-(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 35 1 (a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 1 22(b) 
only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 21(2)(a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

3. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Dejaeger et al. 
(US 6,456,981; hereinafter "Dejaeger"). 

Re claims 1-2, 6-7: Dejaeger teaches a self-service-terminal 18 (automated teller 
machine/ATM 34) comprising: a port/printer 32 for outputting transaction-details/receipt 21; and 
means for appending current information 23 relating to preferences previously selected to 
transaction details output via the port (figs. 2 and 4; col. 2, lines 27-31; col. 3, lines 51-58; coll 
10, lines 40-53; col. 18, lines 6-23). 

Re claims 3, 8: Dejaeger teaches a self-service terminal, wherein the transaction details 
are printed on a rear face of the media. 

Re claims 4, 9: Dejaeger teaches a self-service terminal 12, wherein the port comprises a 
wireless communication port (fig. 1; col. 24, lines 18-32). 
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Re claims 5, 10: Dejaeger teaches a self-service terminal 12, further comprising means 
for identifying a user, and means for accessing datastore/storage 46 to retrieve selected 
preferences related to the user when the user has been identified (fig. 1; col. 6, lines 44-64). 

Re claims 1 1 and 15: Dejaeger teaches a method of providing current information 23 
relating preselected preferences to a user at a terminal/ATM, a method comprising the steps of: 
identifying a user (col. 6 5 lines 53-64); accessing a datastore to obtain preselected preferences 
associated with the user (col 6, lines 53-64); obtaining current information relating to the 
preselected preferences (col. 2 5 lines 27-32); in response to a request to output transaction details 
to a port, appending the current information to the transaction details (figs. 2 and 4; col. 10, lines 
40-53). 

Re claims 12 and 16: Dejaeger teaches a method of providing current information, 
wherein the current information, such as the user profile which contains customer's purchasing 
habit or customer's frequency of purchased product, is updated all through customer's visits, 
which serves as periodically (col. 7, lines 4-13; col. 9, lines 28-41). 

Re claims 13-14 and 17-18: Dejaeger teaches a method of providing current information, 
wherein the current information is obtained by the terminal/ ATM via a server 42 (fig. 1).

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Patterson et al. (US 6,196,464) teaches a document routing mechanism. Lemon et al. 
(US 4,674,041) teaches method and apparatus for controlling the distribution of coupons.
